37. Adier, Mortimer J. HE HOLD THESE TRUTHS: UNDERSTANDING THE IDEAS AND 
IDEALS OF THE CONSTITUTION (New York: MacMillan Publishing Company, 
1987). Foreword by Harry A. Blackmun, Associate Justice of the U.S. 
Supreme Court. Hardcover, 278 pages, $16.95. 

This book is an exploration of the Constitution, the Declaration 
of Independence, and the Gettysburg Address to commemorate the 
bicentennial. The author believes these documents set forth the 
beliefs we hold as a nation the beliefs that make the United 
States a unique country. Mr. Adier explains significant passages of 
these texts and poses questions ^hat address the future of the 
Constitution. The book includes the three aforementioned cocuments 
and annotated excerpts from historical documents including notes 
from the Constitutional Convention, the Federalist and Anti- 
Federalist Papers, commentaries on the Constitution, and summaries 
of Important Supreme Court cases.

The new edition contains an 
Introduction by Daniel Elazar, director of the Center for the Study 
of Federalism at Temple University.

A major part of this book first appeared In 
SIGNERS OF THE CONSTITUTION, published by the National Park Service 
in 1976. This new edition Includes essays on the 16 delegates who 
contributed to the creation of the Constitution but did not sign the 
document, as well as a brief essay on the constitutional holdings of 
the National Arch'^ves.

A well -written, highly readable book about the people Involved In 
the Constitutional convention. The character sketches, comments and 
insights of the authors are fascinating. They believe that If we 
understand the background of the founders and how they felt about 
such matters as power, liberty, truth, God, and lift Itself, we can 
better understand the forces that shaped our Constitution and 
ultimately, our own lives.

Merton Coulter has written a detailed biography of Abraham 
Baldwin, whom he calls ''one of America's long-neglected and least 
known founding fathers." It Is his role as a founding father and 
his service to his adopted state of Georgia and the young nation 
that Coulter focuses on. Baldwin wrote the charter for the 
University of Georgia and served tne state ably as a representative 
to the Confederation Congress and the Constitutional Convention. He 
served with distinction as a representative and later senator from 
Georgia to the U.S. Congress. Coulter's book provides more than a 
biography. It Is the history of the young nation.

Part II, the 
ratification, 1r ies excerpts from the Federalist and Anti- 
federalist paper^ .long with Important speeches and letters from 
both sides.

government. It also includes the text of the U.S. Constitution, its 
amendments, and the Declaration of Independence, as well as a 
chronology of dates from the American Revolution to ratification of 
the Bill of Rights.

The result is a vivid account 
of how these three men, so different in personality and temperament, 
came together to champion tho cause of the Constitution.
